W a sh in g to n C ity, March 1.—'Tho walls

treasury to buy bonds with the surplus. 
Iu 
both houses the debate followed party lines, 
tha t in the house g iving an opportunity to 
lug in op'nions on the tariff, and the senators 
indulg ing in references to the presidency. To 
ta ke up the proceedings in the house first, 
Mills explained tha t the bill was thought 
necessary because of doubt as to the a uthor­ 
ity in existing la w to a tta in tho object 
sought. 
This M cKinley antagonized, sa y­ 
ing no doubts have existed heretofore, the 
only reason the authority had never been 
used being tha t it had not been nccassary. He 
charged tha t the origin of ths bill was a 
“ conspiracy” a g a in it the tariff and that the 
president’s objection that the former law was 
suspicious because it had been passed in an 
appropriation bill would apply to the la w 
under which he drew a salary of $50,00) in­ 
stead of $25,000, which was sim ila rly passed;
